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PM calls for 
‘a fracking 
revolution’ 
in hunt for 
more power

IT WAS the moment for green energy to 
shine as the biggest offshore wind farm 
in the world, 12 miles off the Kent coast, 
opened with a high profile fanfare. 

But as renewable energy chiefs raised 
a glass in celebration, Prime Minster 
David Cameron - while rejoicing the 
London Array project - outlined his 
hopes for a fracking revolution in the 
UK to “balance” the energy industry. 

Speaking to KoS at the official open¬ 
ing of the London Array offshore wind 
farm, at Margate’s Turner Contempo¬ 
rary on Thursday, Mr Cameron dis¬ 
cussed the potential opportunities of 
using the controversial shale gas ex¬ 
traction technique, stating it should be 
“encouraged”. 


He suggested the UK should follow the 
lead of the United States, where fracking 
has taken off - but which critics blame 
for problems such as earth tremors and 
contamination of water supplies. 

There are two potential fracking sites 
in Kent. 

Opponents also say the contentious 
method - which involves blasting fluids 
underground to break apart rocks and 
release gas - will lead to an increase 
in greenhouse gas emissions and go 
against the Government’s green energy 
policy. 

Mr Cameron stressed the government 
was a big supporter of renewable energy. 

But when pushed by reporters on 
whether this should be the main focus 
for future supplies, he admitted the in¬ 
dustry needed more than just wind.

Green MEP to show film to 
fuel fight against shale gas

“It’s not the whole answer to the en¬ 
ergy needs of the UK, but it’s part of it 
and Britain has a very clear, very pre¬ 
dictable and very understandable set of 
rules for renewable energy,” he said. 

“It means international investors are 
coming here to build and that means 
jobs and green energy, which means se¬ 
cure supplies for the future.” 

But he stressed the Government was 
also a big supporter of gas. 

“We have to recognise that a fracking 
revolution has taken place in the US 
and we ought to be thinking about it 
here,” he said. 

“Recent reports have shown we may 
have twice as much shale gas as previ¬ 
ously thought and so this is an industry 
we should be encouraging. 

“But we want to make sure it’s an in¬ 
dustry we encourage for community 
benefit as well. ” 

He said the Government had recently 
set out that for each fracking well there 
needed to be at least £100,000 for the 
community as an incentive. 


Mr Cameron added there needed to be 
a “balanced energy picture” which 
should also include nuclear. 

None of this bodes well for those op¬ 
posed to fracking. 

Supporters, however, say fracking 
will lead to reduced electricity bills, cre¬ 
ate jobs and make the UK less reliant on 
other countries for energy supplies. 

Two sites are currently the focus of 
fracking in Kent; land by the A2 5 7 and 
A256, north of Woodnesborough, near 
Sandwich, and Cowden, near Tun¬ 
bridge Wells. 

Cowden has already seen test drilling 
taking place in 2010, by energy com¬ 
pany Cuadrilla - the firm behind the 
drilling in Blackpool which is believed 
to have been responsible for two minor 
earthquakes. 

In east Kent, Coastal Oil and Gas Ltd 
was given the green light by planning 
chiefs at Kent County Council to carry 
out exploratory work near Woodnes¬ 
borough, although a temporary ban - 
later lifted on the understanding safety 
procedures were in place - meant so far 
no such work has taken place. 


Mr Cameron’s comments came as 
Green Party MEP for the south east, 
Keith Taylor, announced he would be 
touring the area with a film examining 
the potential impacts fracking could 
have if it takes off in Kent. 

Drill Baby Drill, by Lech Kowalski, 
tells the story of the impact on an eco¬ 
logically pristine agricultural area in 
Poland and illustrates some of the ma¬ 
jor concerns surrounding fracking. 

Mr Taylor said: “It shows us commu¬ 
nities have had their water contaminat¬ 
ed and their air polluted. 

“It also shows the ruthlessness of 
fracking companies who are willing to 
drill at any cost, despite opposition from 
communities. 

“But the film also tells an inspiration¬ 
al story of communities that have, and 
will continue to, fight against fracking 
and win. ” 

Mr Taylor accused the Government 
of being “hell-bent” on carving up the 
countryside in the “dash for gas”. 

“The fact there is more shale gas in 
the UK than we thought doesn’t mean 
we should burn it, ” he added.

JUST a week after their 
Glastonbury Festival perform¬ 
ance was hailed as a triumph, 
Darford rockers the Rolling 
Stones return to the big stage 
this weekend. 

The group play two huge 
outdoor shows at London’s 
Hyde Park - one on Saturday 
night and the other next 
Saturday.

THERE are few sights quite as awe-inspiring as 
the spires of Canterbury Cathedral stretching 
out into the sky above. 

The home of the Church of England sits within 
pretty precincts, surrounded by historic parades 
of shops and alleyways, themselves lined by the 
ancient city walls. 

And if you are lucky enough to have an aerial 
view, the city is surrounded in all directions by 
glorious, open, green fields. 

Yet for every admiring glance that provides, 
for many there is now an anxious shiver down 
their spine. 

Because the countryside to the south of the 
city, in particular, is facing a threat. 

Like most other authorities in the county, 
Canterbury City Council is acutely aware of the 
need to help ease the housing crisis of an expand¬ 
ing population. And like most other populations, 
its solution has been met with fierce opposition. 

The problem is that the arguments on both 
sides are compelling. 

And in perhaps that most British of traditions, 
the battle for the future of the cathedral city is set 
to be waged during a consultation period into 
the Local Plan drawn up by the local authority. 

In it are plans to build some 15,000-plus new 
homes in the district - which stretches up to and 
includes the coastal towns of Whistable and 
Herne Bay - over the next 17 years. 

Led by civic group the Canterbury Society and 
supported by residents’ associations and Protect 
Kent, the local branch of the Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England, an alliance has been formed 
to oppose the plans. 

But rather than simply object, it has drawn up 
its own plan - The Future of Our City: A Resi¬ 
dents’ Vision For Canterbury; a sophisticated 
counter proposal which it says puts forward an 
alternative. It outlines an option which would 
avoid a number of green field sites being built 
upon, including a large area of farmland in south 
Canterbury. 

Brian Lloyd is a senior planner for Protect 
Kent. He explains: “This issue is very important 
because it determines what is going to happen in 
the Canterbury district for the next 20 years. 

“When you look at the size of the district, this 
proposal represents a 2 6 per cent increase in the 
amount of houses we already have. 

“They have identified some very large strate¬ 
gic sites; in south Canterbury with 4,000 hous¬ 
es, four sites around Herne Bay which will ac¬ 
count for 2,800 dwellings, 400 at Whitstable, 
1,000 at Sturry and 800 at Hersden. 

“Well over 60 per cent of it is going to be on big 
green field sites. That is of real concern. Most of 
that land is farmland and high quality agricul¬ 
tural land. That land will be lost for farming pur¬ 
poses and the need for us to provide for a grow¬ 
ing population.” 

John Gilbey is leader of Canterbury City Coun¬ 
cil. He insists the plan put forward is the result of 
years of detailed analysis and that the council 
finds itself between a rock and hard place in bal¬ 
ancing a desire not to develop on unsuitable sites 
but needing to find somewhere to build much- 
needed new homes. 

“You can’t just say no, ” he says. “If you say no 
just simply because of where something is, that

isn’t going to work because those houses have 
got to be put somewhere else. We have spent 
four-and-a-half years as a working group, as of¬ 
ficers and as the council looking at this and we 
know that basically there aren’t many options. 

“We have rejected some sites because we felt 
they were totally unsuitable. We made the deci¬ 
sion that what we have got is by far and away 
the best we can do. 

“If during the consultation people can find an 
alternative then fine. We will look at everything 
that comes in from the consultation and if there 
is a genuine other option we will look at it. 

“This is the third comprehensive Local Plan 
and each one has caused its problems. I under¬ 
stand that and I understand why. 

“There is limited land area available in the dis¬ 
trict and one third of it comes under an area of 
outstanding natural beauty. 

“The inspector will make the final decision, 
but there is a long way to go yet.”

THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN 


Canterbury City Council is no 
stranger to having its plans 
chewed up and spat back at 
them by the local population 
in recent months. 

Just last year it unleashed 
a highly controversial traffic 
plan around the historic 
Westgate Towers, with the 
aim of easing pollution at one 
of the city's pinch points and 
protecting the medieval 
gateway. 


Traffic was blocked from 
driving through it and the area 
pedestrianised. 

Approach roads were 
altered to allow for diversion 
routes. 

But no sooner had the one- 
year trial period started, the 
backlash began. While many 
praised it, more complained of 
the traffic problems. What's 
more, they didn't lie down. 

After months of a constant 


chorus of complaint, Kent 
County Council-which has 
control of the highways - 
stepped in and ordered the 
trial to end before the results 
could be examined. 

The public spoke-the 
council was forced to listen. 

Whether the same 
approach can alter the 
thinking of an issue with 
a far wider impact remains 
to be seen. 


The residents’ plan has won some powerful 
friends - among them TV star Griff Rhys Jones. 

As president of the Civic Voice group, he de¬ 
scribes their proposal as a “very important docu¬ 
ment for Canterbury... by people who have start¬ 
ed to audit their own city... and ask the right 
questions”. 

He adds, perhaps a little diplomatically: “You 
may not agree with everything in this document 
- that is not the point. The point is that the de¬ 
bate is worth having.” 

Canterbury is not full of undeveloped sites. 
Howe Barracks is closing as a result of recent de¬ 
fence spending cut-backs, but there is an argu¬ 
ment that the area could instead prove a vital 
site for an improved roads infrastructure to ease 
some of the bottlenecks the city can suffer at 
peak times. 

Chairman of the Canterbury Society, Jan Pahl, 
says: “The main development of the houses are 
being planned for south Canterbury, but the 


main employer - the University of Kent - is in 
north Canterbury and the main transport 
hub - Canterbury West Station - is in north 
Canterbury. So therefore everybody will be 
traipsing across the city adding to the conges¬ 
tion and pollution.” 

Rick Norman is part of the North Canterbury 
Alliance of residents’ associations. He believes 
the plans could jeopardise the city’s traditional 
trump cards. 

“One of Canterbury’s biggest assets is that it is 
an attractive place to live and work, ” he explains. 
“The worry is that this kind of development will 
undermine precisely that asset. 

“There are good things in the plan about tack¬ 
ling the problem of traffic congestion and possi¬ 
ble ways ahead, but the worry is that the pro¬ 
posed development will go against all of that - so 
there are deep contradictions within the plan. ” 

The council’s Local Plan consultation runs 
until late August. 


As asbestos is cleared, 
hopes grow old cinema 
will finally disappear

HOPES of the bulldozers finally 
moving in to flatten one of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells’ most infamous 
eye-sores took a step forward 
this week as work began on 
clearing asbestos from the site. 

The process is set to take 
some 10 weeks, but once the 
potentially dangerous material 
is removed it will mean there 
are no further hold-ups to pull¬ 
ing down the old cinema site in 
the very heart of the town. 

It has stood empty since it 
closed down in 2000 when 
owners Odeon built an out-of- 
town multiplex and planners 
slapped a covenant on the site 
preventing it from being re¬ 
opened as a cinema. 

But after a host of false dawns 
as developers moved in then 
fell victim to the economy, the 
new owners - a joint venture 
between investors the Carlyle 
Group and developers Bell- 
house Joseph - say work to pull 
the site down will only get un-

der way once new tenants - 
thought to be a supermarket or 
hotel - are in place. 

Which means the town may 
not see the back of the old build¬ 
ings quite yet. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough 
Council leader David Jukes 
said: “Let’s hope that this is the 
beginning of the end of the der¬ 
elict site. 

“Certainly the initiative in 
taking out the asbestos heralds 
the start of the process of demo¬ 
lition and perhaps we can look 
forward to a planning applica¬ 
tion for their intentions in the 
very near future.”

FRIENDS, players and fans gathered 
to celebrate the life of one of Kent’s 
best-loved cricket heroes this week, 
with a special service at Canterbury 
Cathedral.

Critics attack KCC after 23 children’s centres 
are earmarked for closure in bid to save £1.5m

COUNTY Hall chiefs are facing a fierce backlash 
over plans to reduce the number of children’s 
centres in Kent by around a quarter. 

Department heads argue they have been 
forced into a corner due to the need to save £1.5 
million within children’s services in the next 
financial year. 

But critics claim Kent County Council is taking 
a “salami cutting” approach and making a blan¬ 
ket cut rather then trying to save key services. 

KCC this week released its consultation docu¬ 
ment outlining plans to close 23 of 9 7 children’s 
centres across the county. 

Under the proposals, there will instead be 16 
lead centres, called Children’s Centre Plus, lo¬ 
cated in bigger buildings in communities with 
a greater need. These would also coordinate 
services based in GP surgeries or village halls. 

Cabinet member for specialist children’s serv¬ 
ices, Jenny Whittle, said the new model would 
ensure a sustainable long-term future for the 
remaining centres. 

She said: “Essentially we’ve got to make £1.5m 
of savings in the next financial year. We can’t 
achieve that without making some difficult deci¬ 
sions. It would be lovely to have a children’s cen¬ 
tre in every village in Kent, but it’s not possible.” 

She stressed the majority of families using the 


centres earmarked for closure also use another 
centre and that accessibility would remain “vir¬ 
tually the same” for 99 per cent of families. 

“The one thing we’ve got to make sure is that 
accessible children’s centres are maintained and 
we will explain through the consultation how 
families will still be able to access services and 
health visitors.” 

She stressed the most deprived areas would see 
little, if any, change at all. 

But critics have accused KCC of failing to care¬ 
fully choose where it makes its cuts. 

Labour member Mike Eddy, the former shad¬ 
ow party leader who was voted back onto KCC in 
May, said there were other areas in the council 
where money could be saved. 

“It would seem to me that priorities should be 
putting money into children and families in the 
earliest years,” he said. 

“If they need to save money there are other ar¬ 
eas they could save from. They are making cuts 
across the board like a salami cutter. No service 
will be able to be delivered properly. 

“The Conservatives are bending over back¬ 
wards to distort the rules so money will go into the 
leafy suburbs rather than those areas that desper¬ 
ately need the service. It’s a political decision.” 

The consultation runs for 12 weeks.

Public urged to have their say 
on disputed 20km pylon route 

Consultation offers two alternatives for electricity link across east Kent 



The proposed routes are: 

□ The North Corridor 

This follows the route of an existing 
lower voltage overhead line, owned by UK 
Power Networks, from Richborough to 
Canterbury. National Grid says this option 
considers the opportunity to remove the 
existing power line. 

□ The South Corridor 

This would involve building a new 
connection through an area of land which 
currently does not have an overhead line.

NATIONAL Grid chiefs are urging communities 
to have their say on controversial plans for a 
20km-long electricity connection through the 
Kent countryside after unveiling its route options. 

Two potential plans for a connection between 
Richborough, near Sandwich, and Canterbury, 
have been drawn up and public events are being 
held this weekend and throughout the week 
allowing people to examine the proposals and 
have their say. 

Critics argue, however, that electricity pylons 
and overhead lines are a blot on the landscape. 

Project manager on the Richborough propos¬ 
als at National Grid, Steve Self, said it was vital 
communities gave their feedback. 

He said: “It’s important people come along to 
these events; we want to know which one they 
think is right or to tell us if we’ve missed some¬ 
thing we need to do. 

“A lot of work has gone into this in the past 12 
months and we think both routes are viable 
options.” 

Mr Self said it was important to develop this 
electricity connection as part of National Grid’s 
duty to connect new energy sources to the UK’s 
electricity network. 

The project will connect the Nemo Link - an 
electricity link between Zeebrugge in Belgium 
to Richborough - to the grid’s existing network 
located around 20km away, near Canterbury. 

The consultation runs until Friday, August 9, 
and feedback from the public will help develop 
the final route. A decision on the preferred op¬ 
tion will be announced in the autumn. 

Mr Self added: “We’ve written to more than 
10,000 addresses and sent them all a copy of our 
project leaflet. 

“The leaflet contains more detailed informa¬ 
tion about the proposed connection and route 
corridors, as do the boards at our exhibitions. 

“We want to encourage people to let us know 
what they think about our plans. The consulta¬ 
tion events will be a great opportunity to discuss 
the plans with my team and I face-to-face.” 

The plans have come up against fierce opposi¬ 
tion from critics, who claim the electricity pylons 


will be a blot on the landscape. 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier argues the 
150ft-high pylons would wreck an area known 
for its tranquil beauty and would be taller than 
Canterbury Cathedral. 

In 1959, Sir William Holford, a part-time 
member of the then-Central Electricity Generat¬ 
ing Board, devised a set of rules to decide the 
routes of new high voltage lines. 

But Mr Brazier says he is concerned these rules 
are simply out of date. 

“The consultation phase of National Grid’s 
roll-out process has not been promising enough 
for our constituencies,” he said. 

“I do not feel the existing Holford Rules used 
by National Grid concerning Areas of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty (AONBs) offer enough 
protection - they are used as a mere guidance.” 

The first two Holford Rules suggest lines avoid 
areas of ‘amenity value’, which includes AONBs 
and some sites of special scientific interest. He 
also suggested they blend in with the landscape 
as much as possible. 


Protect Kent, the county’s branch of the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural England, welcomed the 
consultation. 

Spokesman Jamie Weir said: “These routes 
would both transverse open countryside in many 
places, and we find this unacceptable in 2013. 

“While one of the proposed routes would large¬ 
ly follow, and could replace, the existing pylons, 
CPRE Protect Kent believe it is time National Grid 
started to invest in infrastructure for the future, 
rather than using outdated modes of transmis¬ 
sion which blight our beautiful landscapes. 

“We look forward to responding to the consul¬ 
tation and to lobbying National Grid to use a 
21st century transmission method, rather than 
an outdated mode which blights our beautiful 
Kentish landscapes. 

“We would urge members of the public to en¬ 
gage in the consultation and let National Grid 
know what you want.”

Funding cuts will hurt the force, but 
I’ll fight to keep police in public view 

Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes is under no illusions as to the impact 
George Osborne’s 4.9 per cent cut will have, but is ready to tackle problem head on 


T HE Government has announced yet 
more cuts to the money it gives for polic¬ 
ing in Kent. Chancellor George Osborne 
announced another swingeing 4.9 per 
cent cut in its spending review last week. 

Some would argue that figure is better than it 
might have been, with other parts of the public 
sector suffering cuts of 10 per cent. 

It’s too early to say what the exact impact of 
the cuts will be, but I can say with the utmost 
certainty this loss of revenue will hurt. 

The force is still working through the full 
impact and consequences of the 20 per cent re¬ 
duction announced two years ago. 

Those cuts alone will mean the loss of some 
500 police officers and hundreds of civilian staff. 

While the headline figure is 4.9 per cent, there 
are likely to be other changes in the future as to 
how National Insurance is charged to public 
services like the police, which will increase the 
impact of the cut. 

So where do we go from here? 

First, I still need you, the people of Kent, to 


stand with me in resisting even more cuts to the 
force budget in the future. It is vital we keep up 
the pressure on policymakers in London. 

Second, I want to reassure you I am totally 
committed to working with the force to minimise 
the impact of the cuts. There will undoubtedly be 
very difficult decisions to make in the future. 

However, you can be assured that I will leave 
no stone unturned in my quest to make sure that 
visible community policing is retained. 

If we have to do things differently, we will. 

If we have to challenge conventional wisdom, 
we will. 

The cuts to police funding were disappointing, 
but it’s not all doom and gloom. 

I was absolutely delighted to be able to launch 
with the force a fleet of mobile police contact 
points as I promised in my manifesto. The scheme 
was launched last week in New Romney. 

By the time it is fully rolled out at the end of 
October this year, more than 180 locations will 
be served. 

Most of them are small and rural. Some in the 


media have suggested this is in some way a ‘cost¬ 
saving’ initiative. 

It isn’t. This is a new service, something extra. 

The mobile police contact points are there to 
build on the existing police work in rural areas. 

By their very nature they are highly visible. 

I urge everyone in the areas they visit to call in 
and meet the team face-to-face. 

You don’t need a specific reason - this is your 
police force reaching out to you.

Cameras to tackle the

Installed by Swale Borough Council, the 
authority says statistics show a large number of 
fly-tipping incidents take place in the Marine 
Town area resulting in the cameras being used. 

The first camera has been installed at Unity 
Street, with the junction of Jefferson Road. It 
will stay in this area as a deterrent to combat 
any form of anti-social behaviour. 

Swale Borough Council's cabinet member for 
environment and rural affairs, David Simmons, 
said: "There is no excuse to illegally dump 
rubbish when there are easy collection options 
and local dump sites available. 

"The message is simple, the alleyways are not 
to be used for dumping waste. We are confident 
the cameras will help us to reduce those issues 
that residents have asked us to tackle. This 
shows our continuing commitment to help make 
Swale a better place." 

The cameras have been primarily paid for by 
fixed penalty revenues for littering and fly-tipping. 

On June 19, council environment wardens 
spent 90 minutes clearing dog mess in Sheer¬ 
ness, gathering up some 314 bags worth, 75 per 
cent of which was cleared from the alleyways in 
Sheerness. 

Anyone caught not cleaning up after their 
dogs could face a fixed penalty charge of £80. 


Determined teen sails away from her 
disability with solo Channel crossing

A TEENAGER with severe disabili¬ 
ties has completed a solo crossing of 
the English Channel - using just 
her mouth to control her small 
yacht. 

Natasha Lambert was deter¬ 
mined not to fail her attempt at 
making the 2 5-mile crossing, made 
all the more treacherous because of 
large vessels criss-crossing her 
path, including ferries, container 
ships and tankers. 

The Dover Strait is famed for be¬ 
ing the world’s busiest shipping 
lane. 

The 16-year-old cerebral palsy 
sufferer controlled her 21ft Mini 
Transat yacht, called Miss Isle Too, 
using an intricate ‘sip and puff sys¬ 
tem as she crossed from France to 
Dover on Monday. 

She left Boulogne at around 7am 
and safely arrived in Kent just over 
five hours later. 

Natasha was born with atheroid 
cerebral palsy, which affects her 
limbs as well as her speech and con¬ 
fines her to a wheelchair. 



She was raising money for the 
RNLI, the Ellen MacArthur Cancer 
Trust and Wetwheels Solent. 

Natasha lives on the Isle of Wight 
with her family. 

The navigation system is operat¬ 
ed by a straw inside a mountain 
bike helmet, a system engineered 
by her father. 

Her mother Amanda said: “Nata¬ 
sha can’t walk across the room un¬ 
aided. 

“But when she is sailing Natasha 
is able to experience freedom and 
excitement and most importantly 
make decisions which she is unable 
to do in her everyday life. She’s also 
grown in confidence and has made 
loads of friends. 

“For her it’s all about leaving her 
wheelchair on the pontoon and 
feeling free.”

Proposals to cut council 
seats by a third in bid to 
Improve voter equality’

ANOTHER of Kent’s local authorities is facing a 
councillor cull as part of a shake-up aimed at cre¬ 
ating “electoral equality”. 

Canterbury City Council is consulting on plans 
by the Local Government Boundary Commission 
(LGBC) to slash the number of members from 50 
to 38. 

People living in the area are being asked to say 
whether they think this is the right number of 
councillors for the area. 

It comes as Shepway District Council - which 
will see a drop of 16, from 46 to 30, in 2015 - re¬ 
leased draft recommendations on changes to the 
size and shapes of its wards. 

The authority is seeking the views of the pub¬ 
lic during a three-month consultation. 

While many members are opposed to the 
overhaul, Lib Dem Lynne Beaumont believes it 
will loosen the Tories’ grip and “bring back 
democracy”. 

But other members have warned the overhaul 
will mean much more work and therefore coun¬ 
cillors having to become full-time - a disadvan¬ 
tage to those who are also holding down jobs. 

Cllr Beaumont, who represents Folkestone 
Park, explains: “It will mean the chance of the 
Conservatives netting a massive majority is min¬ 
imal, which is good - let’s get democracy back 
on the council. 

“I think there are too many councillors and 
cutting this down to 30 means everyone is going 
to have to work harder but will be more involved 
and active, and members will understand what’s 
going on in the district. 

“There will be better representation and it will 
also save the council £50,000 every year.” 

Critics, however, claim Shepway is a diverse 
district with distinct wards with their own iden¬ 
tities and this change could threaten that. 

Former cabinet member for localism, Russell 
Tillson, now deputy leader of the council and fi¬ 
nance portfolio holder, said earlier this year that 
while most councillors accepted the number 
needed to be reduced - they had suggested a re¬ 
duction of eight members - the scale of the cuts 
proposed is too great. 

He said: “To reduce numbers by over a third at 
a time when the electorate is growing rapidly 
and councillors are increasingly expected to be¬ 
come local community champions means that

councillors will in the future effectively have to 
become full time, to the disadvantage of those 
who are working.” 

There will now be a 12-week consultation pe¬ 
riod on the draft recommendations and all sub¬ 
missions received by September 9 will be taken 
into account. 

A spokesman for the LGBC said: “At present,

Brakes on for bike show

Love them or Loathe them, the construction 
of the London Array wind farm has been no 
mean feat. 

Costing almost £1.8 billion and incorpo¬ 
rating 75 organisations and a workforce of 
6,700, construction began in July 2009 on a 
new onshore substation at Graveney on the 
north Kent coast to flow the energy 
generated by the London Array straight into 
the National Grid. 

Offshore, the first foundation was 
installed in March 2011, with the 175th 
turbine installed in December 2012. 

At peak of construction there were 1,000 
people working on the project, tackling the 
challenges that come with working at sea 
while putting their technical skills into 
practice. 

Despite not being complete, the wind 
farm started generating electricity last 
October and became fully operational in 
spring of this year. 

Located 20km - around 12 miles - off 
North Foreland and covering an area of 100 
square kilometres - 62 square miles - the 
turbines will generate enough energy to 
power 500,000 homes with electricity each 
year.

Wind farm’s array of success 

Prime Minister speaks of a triple win at landmark's official opening

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
has hailed the opening of the 
world’s largest offshore wind farm 
off the north Kent coast a “huge 
win” for the county. 

Officially opening the London 
Array amid a buzz of excitement at 
Margate’s Turner Contemporary 
on Thursday, Mr Cameron told the 
audience it would continue to bring 
benefits to people in Kent for many 
years to come, through jobs and in¬ 
vestment. 

Leading energy chiefs, interna¬ 
tional and national press, and sen¬ 
ior politicians joined the Prime 
Minister for the inauguration, 
which saw guests taking to the 
skies in a helicopter for a birds-eye- 
view of the huge construction, lo¬ 
cated 12.5 miles off the Thanet 
coast.

tions involved. 

DONG Energy, E.ON and Masdar, 
the companies behind the ambi¬ 
tious project, described the inaugu¬ 
ration as an “historic milestone”. 

But the focus was very much on 
those involved in the hands-on con¬ 
struction of the wind farm, which 
was completed in December. 

The final Siemens 3.6MW tur¬ 
bine, the 175th, went online in 
March this year - exactly two years 
after the first foundation was in¬ 
stalled offshore. 

Mr Cameron, who was heckled 
by a crowd of protesters outside the 
gallery campaigning against gov¬ 
ernment cuts, paid tribute to the 
“bravest seamen, the most talented 
engineers and hardest workers”. 

He continued: “Lirst of all it’s a 
huge win for Kent. It’s going to con¬ 
tinue to bring benefits to people 
here for many, many years to 
come. 

“The second thing it’s a big win 
for is renewable energy. Sometimes 
people wonder, ‘Can you really 
have renewable energy projects at 
scale?’ 

“The London Array - powering 
half a million homes, the biggest 
offshore wind farm anywhere in the 
world - absolutely shows that you 
can do scale renewables and you 
can do them right here in Britain. 

“And that leads me to the third 
and I think the most important win 


of all; it’s a very big win for Britain. 
If you look at the UK you see we can 
do big projects.” 

Speaking to KoS at the event, Mr 
Cameron said he was aware of the 
high cost - almost £1.8 billion - and 
said the costs of future renewable 
energy projects like the London Ar¬ 
ray “would come down”. 

Secretary of state for energy and 
climate change, Edward Davey, 
said the London Array was a “win 
for local jobs, skills and growth”. 

Conservative MP for South Than¬ 
et, Laura Sandys, echoed his words, 
stating it would be a “huge employ¬ 
ment asset” for the area. 

“This wind farm really is a great 
win for Ramsgate,” she said. 

“We are thrilled that Ramsgate is 
now the port of choice for the oper¬ 
ations and maintenance for London 
Array. 

“With 89 jobs already secured 
and six apprentices, we are looking 
to establish Ramsgate as the ‘Aber¬ 
deen of Wind’. This is a real oppor¬ 
tunity for regeneration. ” 

Speaking at the event, Tony 
Cocker, CEO of E.ON UK, said elec¬ 
tricity from renewable sources 
would help deliver energy in a sus¬ 
tainable, affordable and secure way. 

He said: “London Array is a ma¬ 
jor landmark for global renewable 
investment and I’d like to thank all 
those involved in making it a 
reality.”

THE slow start to summer is sending sun-starved 
Kent residents to their local travel agent to snap 
up bargain holidays in the sun.

“We are the only industry that likes the rain.” 

And he believes the up-turn gives a glimpse of 
economic recovery around the corner.

“Passenger numbers are up. January was four 
per up on sales, 10 per cent in February, and 20 
per cent in May, and the trend is continuing, 
which is good.

Boost for sex assault 
victims as central site 
set to house new clinic 

Crime commissioner due to reveal plans for 
new support facilities in a matter of weeks

THE ongoing battle to get a 24-hour sexual as¬ 
sault referral clinic (SARC) in Kent has moved a 
step closer, with Police and Crime Commissioner 
Ann Barnes poised to announce “dramatically 
better facilities” within weeks. 

For years, organisations working with victims 
of sexual assault have been pushing for a 24- 
hour unit providing specialist support. 

SARCs are a one-stop service, providing medi¬ 
cal and forensic services for victims of sexual as¬ 
sault - including those who do no want to speak 
to the police - and offering help in the immediate 
aftermath of the attack. 

They are run in partnership between police, 
the NHS and the voluntary sector. 

Kent has a facility at the Renton Clinic at Dar- 
ent Valley Hospital in Dartford, but its facilities 
have been described as “poor” and it is not open 
24/7. Its north west Kent location also means 
victims in other parts of the county have to trav¬ 
el long distances to reach the service. 

The facility is now due to close, with hopes 
new and improved services will open elsewhere. 

A spokesman for Dartford and Gravesham 
NHS Trust said: “The commissioners and police 
are looking to relocate the service to a more cen¬ 
tral location although it (the SARC) continues to 
be provided from Darent Valley for now.” 

Mrs Barnes told KoS she had always been un¬ 
happy with the adequacy of the facilities for the 
care of victims of sexual assault in Kent. 

“I am aware the Darent Valley facility is clos¬ 
ing,” she said. 

“I am pleased to confirm I am making urgent 
and significant progress in bringing together all 
the associated partners who have a role in ad¬ 
dressing this situation and will be announcing 
details of dramatically better facilities within a 
few weeks.” 

Kent-based rape crisis charity Family Matters, 
which provides counselling for victims of sexual 
assault, said it supports the PCC’s drive to create 
a full, 24/7 SARC in the county which meets at 
least the minimum standards. 

Operations director Malcolm Gilbert said: 
“Great early progress has been made to achieve 
this through the stakeholders meeting set up by 
the PCC and called for by chief Crown prosecutor 
Roger Coe-Salazar. 

“It has already secured support for a SARC 
manager and a commitment from the NHS to 
the project. Indeed bids for a temporary interim 
SARC are under way which are expected to be 



SUPPORT: It is expected an announcement 
about improved sex assault support facilities 
for the county will soon be announced 

up and running by around October. 

“Even the proposed interim measure will be a 
vast improvement on the previous two rooms at 
the Darent Valley Hospital. 

“The facilities at the Darent hospital were so 
poor that we do not regret their passing, indeed 
the fact it is closing has worked to the advantage 
to the women of Kent as it has become a catalyst 
for well overdue change.” 

Mr Gilbert said the aspiration is for a high 
quality SARC somewhere in central Kent. 

“We will work to do our bit to make this hap¬ 
pen by providing Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor services, crisis workers to support vic¬ 
tims and in the interim a non-police referral sys¬ 
tem when the new interim SARC opens.” 

Kent Police says it welcomes the PCC’s efforts 
to bring together representatives from the force 
and the health sector to identify a suitable loca¬ 
tion for an improved, all encompassing 24/7 
SARC. 

“Giving timely and effective support for vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault is a priority and we con¬ 
tinue to review and develop the services we pro¬ 
vide to victims of rape and serious sexual 
assault,” said a spokeswoman. “This is to ensure 
we deliver a premium service and continue to 
deploy initial response officers and specially 
trained officers to maintain a consistent ap¬ 
proach to all victims of such crimes.” 


VOLUNTEER-RUN CENTRE OPENS AT POLICE STATION 


Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes 
recently marked the official opening of the 
Domestic Abuse Volunteers Support Service 
in Tunbridge WeLLs. 

The charity, set up three years ago, provides

Ex-borstal officer keen to see return of system 
that ‘transformed’ lives of wayward youngsters 


Chris Murphy reports on Simon Barlow’s book recapturing his time served at Rochester Borstal 


HE SPENT years working with many 
troubled teenagers, and now Simon 
Barlow is convinced the justice system 
should look again at reintroducing 
borstals. 

In a hard-hitting book looking at 
the challenges of handling wayward 
and criminal youth, the 62-year-old 
from Rochester says borstals fulfilled a 
vital role. 

He worked at one such establish¬ 
ment in Rochester, before moving to 
the jail at Maidstone when borstals 
were replaced in 1982 by youth cus¬ 
tody centres. 

Mr Barlow says there remains a 
compelling need for a system of edu¬ 
cation, training and structure for the 
boys who, for one reason or another, 
found themselves on the wrong side of 
the tracks. 

He said: “The borstals, though not 
perfect, transformed many boys’ lives. 
Lads would come to us, never know¬ 
ing any structure in their lives and 
never having experienced discipline of 
any sort, and the experience would 
change them.

“I remember several examples of 
boys having to be physically removed 
from the institution on their release as 
they did not want to return to the cha¬ 
os that was their lives. 

“Some were illiterate when sen¬ 
tenced and left able to read and write, 
and had learned a trade.” 

Borstal, near Rochester, lent the 
system its name when it opened the 
first youth prison in 1902. 

Mr Barlow said: “During my 25 



years working in prisons I witnessed 
what I believe to be a decline in train¬ 
ing opportunities, resettlement, dis¬ 
cipline and general standards. In 
this climate of cost saving the fun¬ 
damentals have been forgotten. 

“Once, young criminals had to 
undertake training or other 
meaningful employment, 
with resettlement plans 
agreed with their 
probation officer. 


“Obviously, not all boys took the 
opportunity they were offered, but 
those who did could be released, 
having learned a trade. 

“When I retired from HMP 
Maidstone, I took a job as a 
drug intervention worker, 
with KCA [a service 
which supports 
young people], deal¬ 
ing with offenders 
involved with drugs 


and alcohol, some of them having been 
in treatment for years, punctuated by 
short, pointless periods in prison. 

“Working with these people in a 
non-prison setting I saw a completely 
different side to their offending behav¬ 
iour. Having gained their trust, they 
confide in me, telling of histories of 
abuse, alcoholic or drug-taking par¬ 
ents and, most importantly, a com¬ 
plete absence of a role model. 

“It occurred to me that borstals had 
provided answers to some of these 
problems and that the authorities had 
learned little in 25 years. 

“It prompted me to tell the story 
of the last three years of Rochester 
Borstal. 

“It was far from perfect, but a sight 
better than what is available to to¬ 
day’s mixed-up, young people.” 

In the book he looks back at the 
pranks and misdemeanours as well as 
his terrifying confrontations with vio¬ 
lent prisoners.

Education, not money, must drive choice 

As K College prepares to splinter after facing huge financial problems, vice-principal Phil Frier looks at 
why lessons need to be learned following the failed merger of the South Kent and West Kent colleges... 



The creation and subsequent demise of K College 


K College formed after a merger 
of West Kent and South Kent 
College in 2010, a move sparked 
after a damning Ofsted report 
* and financial issues at South Kent 
4 College. 

** But amid fears it was rushed 
through, the creation of K College 
would last just three years before 
it crashed in such embarrasing 
fashion. 


Last year, it became apparent 
the college, which has campuses 
in Ashford, Folkestone, Dover, 
Tunbridge Wells and Tonbridge, 
was facing financial pressures 
after announcing a string of 
redundancies. This was then 
followed by news that debts had 
reached a staggering £17 million. 

As the Skills Funding Agency - 
which funds further education 


establishments - moved in, 
principal Bill Fearon resigned and 
Phil Frier was drafted in. 

It was revealed this year the 
college would be separated again 
and managed by new teams. The 
Ashford campus will be sold off 
with the west Kent sites, with the 
coastal towns sites in the other. 

The process of selecting those 
to take over is on-going. 


I HAVE never been keen on mergers having been 
involved with a few - they don’t seem to deliver 
the solution many hope for. 

The problem lies in the assumption a change 
in structure and an increase in size will lead not 
only to more sustainable and financially viable 
colleges, but also to higher quality teaching and 
learning, and improved student success rates. 

Don’t get me wrong, there is evidence some 
merged colleges have improved, but only where 
there has been an understanding of the need to 
ensure the ‘human-sized’ elements and underly¬ 
ing educational focus remain. 

Often the result of the egocentric ambitions of 
Skills Council chief executives and, more latterly, 
principals and chairs of governors, mergers are 
often driven by financial rather than educational 
motives. 

They don’t always bring financial efficiencies: 
many have increased costs without improving 
teaching and learning, as managers are distract¬ 
ed by setting up cross-college systems. 

While there is nothing wrong with establish¬ 
ing common core values, standards and expecta¬ 
tions, the drive to create the merged college often 
ignores the difference in local cultures and the 
need for college campuses to be rooted in their 
communities. 

The need for local leadership is often ignored 


too, as the commitment to control from the 
centre takes hold. 

Mergers are not the sole choice for failing col¬ 
leges - new management models should lead to 
more imaginative solutions. We are a creative 
sector. Do we really need to fall back onto ageing 
corporate business models to solve our problems? 

Even the word is not helpful since it implies 
the character and personality of the existing 
colleges will be merged to form a more androgy¬ 
nous corporate body. 

The strength of further education colleges has 
always been that we are in tune with the heart¬ 


beat of our towns and cities. Most technical col¬ 
leges were developed by the local borough or 
town councils to serve local industry, facilitate 
local employment and to provide opportunities 
for young people and older generations to dis¬ 
cover the life-changing wonder of education and 
qualifications. 

Isn’t it time we developed more innovative 
federal models of organisation that allow us to 
keep local contacts while still providing financial 
capacity, high-quality facilities and a learner- 
centred focus? 

In some ways, a college merger is a bit like the 


old adage about money; it makes your life easier, 
but doesn’t necessarily make it better. 

An educational organisation should always 
focus on providing the best learning environ¬ 
ment; for me that means learning in a well-re- 
sourced, supportive place with good teachers 
within a human-scale management structure, 
where locally-based managers have the autono¬ 
my to make local decisions. 

Some of the best organisations in the world 
recognise they can be big enough to be finan¬ 
cially viable, but small and human enough at 
the point of contact for the client.

Rural past paved way 
for towns’ rich future

CUT through the Medway towns and the rich 
layers of history which present themselves would 
rival that of anywhere else in the county. 

Over the centuries, it has morphed from a 
selection of small, leafy, peaceful villages, to 
become one of the nation’s most important in¬ 
dustrial areas. 

The region’s shipbuilding past has been well 
documented with its naval heritage ensuring it 
has played a sometimes essential role in the 
growth of the UK, both at home and abroad. 

In addition, Medway remains to this day 
defined, in part, by its position 
as a strategic military site. 

What is more, its evolution 
continues with considerable 
vigor, as the area’s council 
leaders look to build on the 
towns’ engineering roots and 
create a fertile breeding ground 
with further and higher educa¬ 
tion establishments developing 
a future generation’s skill sets. 

And that is before factoring 
in its influence over the works 
of the likes of Charles Dickens. 

In short, Medway and history 
go very much hand-in-hand. 

Now a new book has been 
compiled by historian Dr San¬ 
dra Dunster which looks at the 
lives of the people who witnessed each chunk of 
its transition into an urban, industrial conurba¬ 
tion over the past 450 years. 

The Medway Towns: River, Docks and Urban 
Life looks at the changing faces of Rainham, 
Gillingham, Chatham, Rochester and Strood 
between 1550 and 1914. 

Dr Dunster is the programme leader for history 
at the University of Greenwich; an establishment 
which itself is playing a key role in the redevelop¬ 
ment and redefinition of the area as a place of 
learning; its Medway campus is sited in the 
former HMS Pembroke Royal Naval base. 

She said: “We start it in 1550, because that 


was when Medway became an important area 
nationally, and we end in 1914, because the 
20th century has a whole new story to tell. 

“The idea was to take it from the moment 
Medway found itself in the spotlight when the 
decision was taken to move the naval fleet to 
Chatham. There is a focus on the people who 
lived there and the people who visited, as well as 
the political change and the economy. The river 
itself makes up the final strand.” 

Research for the book was done by a group of 
keen Medway historians as part of a Heritage 
Lottery Fund project which saw universities 
around the country produce a series of accessi¬ 
ble, but academically sound local history books. 

Local volunteers transcribed 
everything from wills to letters 
to probate inventories from Gill¬ 
ingham, finding little nuggets of 
information detailing the lives 
of the towns’ inhabitants. 

Dr Dunster said: “Some¬ 
where like Gillingham goes 
from being an incredibly rural 
parish with a very small com¬ 
munity tucked around what 
is now Church Street, to an 
urban conurbation which 
stretches through the parish 
and eventually explodes in the 
19th century. 

“That was when all the new 
streets between the station and 
the dockyard were built re¬ 
sponding to the fact the dockyard has expanded 
beyond all recognition.” 

One of the gems of the book comes in the form 
of an early map of the area that had been hidden 
away in the British Library. 

“We uncovered a fantastic map which was 
made in the late 16th century. 

“It is a coloured map showing that very rural 
Medway community which we don’t think has 
been seen before. We think it was made at around 
the time of the Spanish Armada. 

“When people see it they are amazed.”

Time to curb the drink driver 


MP for Gillingham and Rainham, Rehman Chishti, writes about his 
new campaign calling for drink drivers to receive tougher penalties 


WE SHOULD all know the 
dangers of getting behind the 
wheel after we’ve had a few 
drinks - research shows it can 
make an accident six times 
more likely to happen. 

But while there has been a 
significant cultural shift over 
the past 30 years in our atti¬ 
tudes towards drink driving, 
there are still a persistent 
minority of motorists who con¬ 
tinue to place their own and 
other people’s safety at risk. 

For many years, Kent Police, 
working with Kent and Med¬ 
way road safety teams, has 
run successive and successful 
campaigns reminding drivers 
not to drink and drive on our 
county’s roads. 

But, unfortunately, it is still a 
prevalent issue. 

For example, in just one 
month over the Christmas pe¬ 
riod, 221 people were arrested 
across Kent and Medway for 
being over the legal limit. 


Kent is also one of the top 
police areas for people caught 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol, with a total of 2,157 
people arrested in 2012. 

And the dangers of driving 
while under the influence of 
alcohol are clear: a person is 
killed in a collision on Kent’s 
roads every week with one in 
six of these deaths linked to 
drink driving. 

Even a cursory glance in 
your local newspapers will 
show weekly reports of drink 
driving incidents, with most of 
the motorists caught being 
two, three or even five times 
over the existing drink drive 
limit of 3 5 mg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath. 

And it would seem many of 
these people are all too likely 
to go on and commit the same 
offence again. 

It has been reported in Med¬ 
way that a driver has been 
caught five times in 11 years, 


but has still escaped a prison 
sentence. 

It is clear to me more should 
and can be done to reduce drink 
driving on our roads. 

This is why this week I have 
proposed a new Bill in Parlia¬ 
ment to introduce tougher 
penalties for those who persist¬ 
ently drink and drive. 

Did you know the maximum 
sentence someone can current¬ 
ly receive for drink driving is 
only six months? 

And it’s the same term 
whether it is for a first, second 
or even a fourth offence. 

Under my proposals, those 
caught drink driving for a third 
offence could face up to two 
years in jail. 

The current penalties are not 
a powerful enough deterrent 
for the minority of drivers who 
continue to flagrantly disre¬ 
gard the law and put the safety 
of others on the road at risk. 

More people are in fact killed

as a result of drink driving than 
from knife crime. 

So why is it the case that the 
maximum penalty for carrying 
a knife is four years, but only 
six months for drink driving? 

My proposal has been adopt¬ 
ed in other countries such as in 
New Zealand where those 
caught over the limit for a third, 
or subsequent offence, face two 
years imprisonment. 

And it’s a system we already 
have in place for other crimes, 
such as burglary, where an of¬ 
fender is automatically given a 
minimum prison sentence for a 
third offence. 

I believe that it’s a system we 
need to put in place too for 
drink driving. 

In order to reduce drink driv¬ 
ing casualties further we need 
to take a tougher stance and 
this proposal will send a clear 
message to those who continue 
to drink and drive that they will 
face up to two years in prison.

Cox is embracing the love still around 
for their work from the band’s fans. 

“If it wasn’t for the fact people want 
to hear those songs I wouldn’t be work¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“When we listen and there’s 15,000 
people going mad for the songs I wrote, 
it’s great. I’m very happy they will sing 
the chorus of a song I wrote 2 5 years 
ago - it’s a great feeling.” 

In a strange twist, the demand for 
their work in the last decade has led 
to them playing alongside those they 
rivalled in the charts in the 1980s, who 
at the time Cox rarely met. 

“Strangely, with a lot of my contem¬ 
poraries from that era, I didn’t know 
them when they were having their 
heyday,” he said. 

“I’ve seen Hue And Cry recently with 
their band and they’re fantastic. I’ve 
worked a little bit with The Christians at 
80s retrospective shows and they’re 
still great. It’s about being a live jukebox 
for the audience that come. 

“Our paths didn’t cross. A number of 
my contemporaries had the same expe¬ 
rience. I would be on a live radio show 
who would ask do I know this person or 
that, but I never had that lifestyle. 


“I know Tony Hadley from Spandau 
Ballet pretty well now, but from things 
we’ve done since. We did a Princes Trust 
concert in 1985, stood in the same 
dressing room, but never said hello. 

“I didn’t have the showbiz lifestyle 
you might imagine, probably much to 
the disagreement of my record label at 
the time.” 

Cox and bassist Richard Drummie 
shot to fame in 1985 with the release of 
their eponymous debut album, which 
peaked at No 6 in the UK charts. Two 
more studio albums followed, with 
Dancing On The Couch and Indian 
Summer, the latter in 1992. 

But it was not until 2008 that the duo 
worked together again as Go West, re¬ 
leasing Futurenow. 

Go West have just finished their new 
album, which has been released as three 
separate EPs over the last three years,

the last of which came out in March. 

The 55-year-old feels their recent 
music has taken a step forward but re¬ 
tained its soul and Motown roots. 

“It’s been a long time in the making, 
but it’s finally finished,” Cox said. 

“It’s far less keyboard-based - it is 
much more a guitar record. I don’t 
know whether that’s me winning the 
argument at the writing stage as usual¬ 
ly I play the guitar badly and Richard 
plays the bass. 

“Certainly in the 80s we would use a

sequencer. I’m not a keyboard player, but 
I have a good ear and we wrote songs 
like We Close Our Eyes on a keyboard. 

“My own taste is away from that 80s 
sound. The reaction from those who 
have heard it [the new album] is ‘They 
don’t sound like they used to’ or ‘They 
sound like they always did’. 

“I personally prefer more muscle to 
my music - if that says anything about 
the record, then fair enough. 

“I don’t think it sounds like we always 
did, but all have the common element of 
me singing - for better or worse. 

“I don’t know whether it’s about 
moving with the times. I just try to write 
honestly without worrying what the 
audience want. 

“You can say we did what we wanted 
to do rather than chasing a trend.” 

In the 16 years between Go West 
albums, Cox released his own material 
and worked with emerging artists. 

“I’ve done a little bit of producing, but 
it’s just not for me,” he said. 

“Trying to get a performance out of a 
singer is too much of a day job to me. 


“I don’t know what I would do if I 
weren’t a musician. I have experiment¬ 
ed in other genres of music. 

“I’m flattered when people say I have 
a voice that can be turned to this or that 
direction. My current resolution is to try 
to make music I feel connected to. 

“In terms of influences, it is true of 
anyone that their favourite music is 
from their teens when they were most 
receptive and discovering those artists 
themselves - mine would have been 
Motown, the blues-rock era of the 70s. 

“There is a lot of music out there I 
can’t connect with. I felt that way 
watching Glastonbury. If you’re good at 
music, you should do it well. 

“That’s my point of view - music is 
subjective. I think it’s a terrible shame 
we lost Amy Winehouse.”

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Flavours of Kent 
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Chef Gary will cook for the Queen 


A N Ashford chef 
has booked him¬ 
self a hot date 
with the Queen 
at Buckingham 
Palace next week 
as part of the Coronation Festi¬ 
val celebrations. 

Tabasco European develop¬ 
ment chef Gary Evans will be 
demonstrating his culinary gift 
in the palace gardens during 
the four-day event from Thurs¬ 
day to Sunday, July 11-14. 

He and the company have 
been invited along because Ta¬ 
basco pepper sauce has the 
Royal Warrant seal of approval 
showing it is a regular ingredi¬ 
ent in the royal household. 

The 49-year-old, who works 
as a consultant for the Ameri¬ 
can brand through his com¬ 
pany Hot Chef Solutions, is not 
sure of his chances of meeting 
the Queen. 

“The last time she came 
around at an event and saw 
Tabasco apparently she asked 
‘Will it blow my head off?’,” 
said Evans. “It might blow her 
socks off, but I don’t think she 
will try any. ” 

At the event he will be cook¬ 



ing up his own Tabasco recipe 
of a chicken breast on the bone 
stuffed with cream cheese; 
peppers with a flew splashes of 
the sauce; and crushed new 
potatoes. 

While he may not be able to 
convince the Queen to try the 
sauce, Evans is having more 
luck around the Continent, 
where he is educating chefs in 
use of the ingredient. 

“It’s not just about the heat, 
but it is a flavour-enhancer and 


a seasoning. It’s about chang¬ 
ing people’s perceptions of how 
to use it,” he said. “I have seen 
Tabasco-flavoured ice-cream 
before - it’s really good. It is 
used in chocolate as well. 

“I’m working on ranges of 
crisps and peanuts. There is an 
idea for co-branded Tabasco ol¬ 
ives. There is Tabasco cheese.” 

The chef worked in London 
and Manchester before moving 
into his current role 10 years 
ago. In between he worked at 
the Hilton in Park Lane and at 
banking giant Lloyds TSB at its 
head office in London, where 
he fed more than 1,000 staff a 
day and provided silver service 
for directors. 

He admits he was not always 
onside with the sauce, which is 
one of a number of specialist 
sauces with which he works. 

“I have grown into it,” he 
said. “I remember in my inter¬ 
view they said I would be work¬ 
ing with a lot of ethnic sauces 
and Tabasco. I came away 
thinking ‘What can I do with 
Tabasco?’. I quickly realised it 
was the ethnic food that was 
very limited. Tabasco goes with 
anything. ”

TEN of the county’s major theatres have joined 
forces to form an organisation pulling together 
to help boost ticket sales. 

Its aim is to co-ordinate programming and 
marketing to ensure everyone benefits. 

And Neil Chandler, the chairman of the Kent 
Theatre and Marketing Managers’ Association, 
hopes the cost-free association will see ticket 
sales increase by some 20 per cent within five 
years for some of its members. 

He says the first step is to understand the hab¬ 
its of ticket buyers and then ensure theatres do 
not clash shows. 

Mr Chandler, manager at the Woodville Halls 
in Gravesend, told us: “It’s pointless if we put on 
a classical show and everyone else in Kent does 
exactly the same thing on the same nights.” 

The alliance has commissioned an in-depth 
statistical report on audience habits to provide 
vital information to increase sales. 

Among the theatres that have signed up for 
the association are the Woodville in Gravesend; 
the Hazlitt Theatre in Maidstone; the Assembly 
Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells; and the 
Churchill Theatre in Bromley. 

The most notable absentee is Canterbury’s 
Marlowe Theatre. 

The chairman added: “It’s important we work 
together to understand booking patterns in the 
Kent region. 

“We also need to know exactly what genre of 
show is attractive in what parts of the county 
and at what time of year. Are there any trends 
regionally, as there appears to be nationally re¬ 
garding people booking at the last minute, which 
puts pressures on venues. 

“We have thousands of seats to sell every week

and unless we as a group work together to make 
sure we are not all putting on the same style of 
entertainment every night, we will miss out on 
sales, which is the lifeblood of theatres.”

omies around the UK and it’s already established 
that towns with an arts centre see more footfall 
than those that don’t. 

Mr Chandler added: “With this association, 
we are trying to make Kent as a whole an arts 
destination because it makes economic sense.” 

One of the key questions the research will pose 
is just how many empty seats the group’s thea¬ 
tres experience each year. 

He said: “We are just commissioning that re¬ 
search with the audience agency who will come 
up with that sort of information. 

“Up until now, that hasn’t been done. It’s im¬ 
portant to us as a group of theatre and market¬ 
ing managers that we begin to understand how 
tickets are sold, how many are sold and why. 

“To increase our sales we also need to know 
how far people will go to see a particular show. 
With detailed audience figures from across Kent, 
we should be able to see where they are travel¬ 
ling from and how far, so we can target market¬ 
ing to these areas for particular shows. It really is 
about maximising sales for all the Kent theatres, 
including taking in London, especially with the 
high speed line in place. 

“We as a venue are looking to increase seat 
sales by around 20 per cent over a five-year pe¬ 
riod, but it’s a slow process.”

THOUSANDS are set to flock to one of the coun¬ 
ty’s biggest business events this week - with the 
focus on the next generation forming a key part. 

The Manufacturing and Engineering Expo 
takes place at Chatham’s Historic Dockyard on 
Wednesday - an event designed to highlight the 
area’s rich industrial heritage and how it is shap¬ 
ing up to provide a springboard for youngsters 
looking to work in the sectors. 

Organised by Medway Council and Kent In- 
victa Chamber of Commerce, in co-opera¬ 
tion with events management spe¬ 
cialists Best Business Events, more 
than 60 firms and organisations A 
will be taking part. 

Designed to be a maj or net- i 
working opportunity, the * 
event will champion the 
sectors and use the oppor¬ 
tunity to promote Med¬ 
way’s manufacturing and 
engineering roots.

JUST as we can Look forward to 
some sizzling temperatures, one 
Kent businessman has begun a 
major push for his invention - the 
backpack which transforms into a 
child’s sledge. 

Mike Rhucroft, from Horton Kirby 
near Dartford, is hoping The Pacca 
will be a big hit for future winter ski 
seasons. 

The Pacca is described as a 
"child's travel hand-luggage 
backpack that can easily unfold 
and be used as a snow sledge". And 
with talks under way with outlets, 
he hopes to see his dream fulfilled 


and the product hit the shelves. 

A keen skier, the idea came to 
Mr Rhucroft following a number of 
skiing trips taken with his young 
family and repeated frustration with 
the added expense of hiring low- 
quality sledges for his children. 

He said: "The practicalities of 
taking away two or three snow 
sledges and carrying, paying 
and putting them through 
hold baggage is 
logistically and 
financially not 
worth it, which is 
why thousands of 


families every year are left with 
little choice but to hire them once 
at a resort. 

"My objective was to give my kids 
a way to sledge in safety by 
creating an innovative Luggage 
solution that allowed us to 
take our own kit to the slopes." 
He has recently had his 
product backed by the 
Manufacturing Advisory 
Service (MAS) after 
learning it could 
provide significant 
support in product 
idea generation, 


bringing objectivity to the develop¬ 
ment of new ideas. 

After selling the idea to MAS' 
team of experts in a Dragons' Den 
environment, it is continuing to 
provide support, offering advice 
and guidance on how to get the 
best product design for efficient 
manufacture and assembly, 
looking at potential contacts for 
local manufacturers, suppliers and 
distributors in addition to offering 
strategic advice on sales and 
marketing. 

He is hopeful the product will be 
in shops for 2014. 



Office space construction elevates 
isle’s attractiveness to start-ups 



up to 20 new jobs in Thanet

THANET has had another boost in its bid to 
attract local start-ups and growing companies as 
work begins on 16,000 sq ft of new office space. 

The development, known as Elevation Space, 
forms part of the Manston Business Park. 

It is owned by East Kent Opportunities - the 
partnership formed four years ago which com¬ 
bines the assets of Manston Business Park and 
Eurokent with the backing of Kent County 
Council and Thanet District Council. 

The equal partnership is designed to help 
kick-start regeneration in the district. 

Groundwork on the site recently got under way. 

Construction is being overseen by Rowe At¬ 
lantic, which purchased the plot in March, and is 
relocating its operations to Kent from Devon. 

It expects to create up to 10 new jobs in Kent 
and a further 10 more over the next three years. 

Elevation Space will include three buildings, two 
of which will be divided into separate commercial 
units and leased to other small businesses. 

The third, due to open in April 2014, will 
be used as Rowe Atlantic’s new headquarters, 
replacing its existing offices near Exeter. 

The other two buildings should both be com¬ 
pleted by the end of this year. 

Carl Rowe, COO at Rowe Atlantic, said: “Once 
we decided to leave Devon the search began to 
find a new home that was conveniently located 


to London and mainland Europe, and large 
enough to provide enough space to house all our 
subsidiaries under one roof. 

“Manston Business Park more than met this 
criteria, in fact providing us a plot that is too 
large for our needs alone. 

“However, encouraged by our own experiences 
as tenants, we saw this as an opportunity to build 


an impressively designed, reasonably priced 
community of small, start-up business space.” 

Mark Dance, Kent County Council member for 
economic development, said: “This justifies the 
approach jointly adopted by ourselves and 
Thanet District Council to take a proactive stance 
through EKO in securing, managing and selling 
our land at Manston Business Park.”

Kia proceeds with more pace

KIA has launched its most performance- 
orientated car so far - and apologised already. 

Though the Proceed GT chassis was fine- 
tuned on Germany’s challenging Nurburgring 
race circuit, the Korean brand has spread its 
hands wide and said, in effect: “Look, it’s not the 
daddy of hot hatchbacks.” 

Or, more accurately: “It is our most 
performance-orientated car to date and has 
been developed for an enthusiastic driving 
experience while remaining practical, affordable 
and comfortable for everyday use.” 

And you cannot argue with that honesty, 
except to add that it looks pretty damn good, 
too, being based on the silky-looking Proceed 
three-door hatch/coupe spun from Kia’s Ceed 
five-door family hatchback, which gets its own 
Ceed GT version later this year. 

The Proceed’s practical yet low-slung lines 
have gained a beefed-up front and back, plus 
side-skirts that make the GT a head-turner, the 
piece de resistance being ‘ice cube’ running 
lights that flank the car’s nose to get it noticed. 

And yet the car is understated in the VW Golf 
GTI rather than more garish Renault Megane 
Renaultsport or Vauxhall Astra VXR manner, 
all of which it will be judged against. 

Comparisons will fall into two camps: droning 
petrolheads quoting bhp and track-day 
handling as the benchmarks by which such 
cars must be judged, and discerning everyday 
drivers who want something quick in which to 
cut loose (safely) occasionally while enjoying as 
much comfort as possible most of the time when 
plying our congested roads. 

The former might loathe the Proceed GT, but 
the latter will love it - as do I. 

Strange that, just recently, I have driven two 
new cars that use the old GT or Gran Turismo 
label correctly for a car that is comfortable 
enough to cover distances quickly and safely. 
The first was the BMW 3 series GT, but the 
Proceed GT is an even better experience - 
especially as prices start from less than £ 19,995. 

Power comes from a direct-injection 1.6-litre 
petrol engine already seen on the Proceed/Ceed 
range, with turbocharging whacking power 
up to 201bhp and delivering lots of smooth 
low-down punch. Allied with a slick six-speed 
box, you have a lovely sporting drive, 
even if output is lower than the rivals 
mentioned earlier. 

The ride is pliant, but not so much that I 
didn’t delight in piloting the Proceed precisely 
along the launch event’s snaking, switchback 
course at speed. 

With a classy, high-spec interior, including 
Recaro front seats - a first for Kia - and a 
starship array of steering-wheel buttons, this 
is a sporty marvel prompting yet another 
remark along the lines of how far Kia has come 
in just a few years, and I didn’t even need to 
mention the seven-year/100,00-mile warranty 
until the end.

Bayo is back 
but search for 
No 10 still on 

GILLINGHAM could still be looking to bring 
another striker to the club following the return 
of Bayo Akinfenwa. 

The big striker signed a one-year contract at 
the club on Tuesday following his release from 
Northampton, bringing Martin Allen’s strike 
force to five, with Danny Kedwell, Myles Weston, 
Antonio German and Adam Birchall to call on. 

However, Gills assistant manager John 
Schofield revealed there was as yet no name 
pencilled in to wear the vacant number 10 shirt 
this season, suggesting the search is still on for 
another striker. 

Fans had hoped that man would be former 
loanee Cody McDonald, who earlier this week 
was reported to be training with fellow League 
One side Shrewsbury Town. Deon Burton's 
future at the club is also in doubt, with the 
veteran forward yet to return to training. 

Schofield said: "We have got Keds, Birchie and 
Westy who can play up there - it's exciting. Any 
two or three of the five is an exciting 
combination. 

"We have got a mixture of power, strength, 
pace, movement and fox in the box. We have got 
everything and there's a lot of opportunities to 
adjust what we are trying to do and win games. 

"I probably shouldn't say this, but the gaffer 
has done the squad list - he's got a rough copy 
of it and left number 10 spare. He's probably got 
something up his sleeve - who that is and when 
that is, who knows? There are certainly squad 
numbers available. That's as much as I can tell 
you as that's as much as I know." 

As well as German and Akinfenwa, Gills have 
added midfielder Amine Linganzi to their squad, 
but he will not be the last. 

"There is room for another player to come in, 
wherever that may be," said Schofield. "We are 
constantly looking, we are always on the lookout 
for players. We have got a lot of young players - 
it's early stages with regards to them. They are 
looking good and giving us food for thought." 

Akinfenwa's return adds presence to the squad, 
which Schofield feels can only be a positive. 

"I think it’s no secret that we have got a good 
recipe the way we play and it's just a question of 
us improving the ingredients for that recipe," he 
said. "We identify the players we think are going 
to improve the squad and without Mr Scally 
backing us we can't fullfil that. 

"We have got five strikers and they are all 
capable of playing in the first team. In the past 
the manager has shown he is happy to rotate 
and change things." 


Bat-maker Matt Barton started company Hell4Leather seven years ago 


Village batman 
is taking on the 
world from his 
shearing shed 


FROM small beginnings in a garden shed, Matt 
Barton is aiming to carve out a career at the top 
of the game when it comes to making cricket 
bats. 

What started out as just a curiosity led to the 
conversion of the family shed, his dad building 
him a custom press and his product being used 
by half of Kent’s first team. 

Seven years on from those experimental days 
of following ‘how to make a cricket bat’ videos 
on the internet, he is shipping his Hell4Leather 
brand all over the world from the south Kent 
village of Appledore as well as supplying the 
whole of his village cricket side with his gear. 

It all began when Barton decided to combine 
his two passions - cricket and carpentry. 

“I looked up on the internet how to do it,” he 
said. “There’s no training for it. It’s a matter of 
having a go, so I fell into it, really. 

“It was not so much about doing it for the 
money, but it’s a passion. It’s the skill of it, really. 
It’s a dying art. 

“There are 10 people in the UK that make 
their own bats - probably 50 years ago there 
were 60 companies or so. Labour is cheaper in 
India or Pakistan, so it’s branched out there.” 

After starting out with part-made bats, he got 
his own press, the machine needed to compress 
the face of the bat, so he could make his own. 

“We went up to see the guys we bought the 
part-made bats from and my dad saw their 
machine and he made my first press. I was quite 
lucky my dad did the work cheap. 

“A lot of the big companies have had them for 
years - it’s not something that comes up for sale. 
It’s a custom machine - you can’t get it from the 
shops.” 

Having come up with the concept and made a 
few bats for friends, he then teamed up with 


Adam Larking for help with the all-important 
design work. 

“I designed the stickers using clip art,” said 
Barton. “I had the product but not the design. 
We needed something to stand out. 

“We had a catchy name, but I had a bit of luck 
when I met Adam, who’s a partner in it, and he’s 
into graphic design. He did the rest and it’s gone 
from there.” 

He soon outgrew the shed and in the last year 
has moved into an old sheep-shearing shed on a 
farm in the village. 

It is not be the kind of factory used by the big 
names, or a glossy shop front, but among the 
wood shavings Barton gets away 10 custom- 
made bats a day. And that is the key point - they 
are made to order. 

“The beauty of having the Kent players is they 
can come down and see what they want,” he 
said. “It’s good for them to see what we’re 
doing. 

“The difference with a UK company is if it [the 
bat] breaks you have the back-up. We give them 
all a 12-month warranty - if anything happens 
in that time we can repair it. 

“At the end of the day it’s a piece of wood. 
You’re going to get problems, but people will al¬ 
ways come back. 

“We are seven years in and we are getting re¬ 
peat customers. I had one in the other day that 
was one of the first I sold - it’s repaired and re- 
stickered every year. It’s evolved.” 

Hell4Leather got the big break when former 
Kent bowler Robbie Joseph decided its willow 
was for him. 

“A few years ago we made him three or four 
bats, and if you take a new bat in the dressing 
room everyone has a look,” said Barton. “Then 
we got Azhar Mahmood on board. We got some 



good exposure on TV - it was luck, really. When 
people see it on television, they want to know 
what the bat is then, and where it’s come from. 
Azhar is like the grandfather of the team. They 
all say he has the best bat, so it’s a good recom¬ 
mendation if he’s got it.” 

Things got even better when the Hell4Leather 
logo was spotted on television again, this time 
against England in 2009 when Bangladesh’s 
Rubel Hossain used it to make 13 runs in a Test 
match. 

“Bangladesh were touring and he called up 
and asked if we wanted to sponsor him,” said 
Barton. “He was playing for Bangladesh against 
England at Lord’s in a Test match.

GRAINS, BOW, WEIGHT - WHAT MAKES A BAT? 


SO what is the secret of having a successful 
cricket bat? 

Ultimately, the answer depends on who is 
holding it at the crease, but there are a few 
signs of quality to pick up on when looking for 
your next purchase. 

There are many questions facing you when 
deciding which bat to buy, how many grains 
should it have? Is it better that grains are 
thick or thin? What about handle shape and 
weight? 

Hell4Leather makes three bats to cater for 
different needs, with the Tempo, Hattori and 
Hellfire which can be customised. 

H4L's bat guru Matt Barton has all the 
answers to those questions and also 
discusses the public trends and who uses 
which bats. 

"It's about education, really," he said. 
"People will see Kevin Pietersen with an 
Adidas bat with 10 even grains, and people 
want it, but it doesn't matter. It's all about 
how they are made. 

"You want straight, even grains - about 
eight grains - and a clean face. 

"The tighter the grains are, the less likely it 
will last as long. The wider grain is better 
because of the sap between them. 

"The trend these days is a big edge, which 
comes from people watching the Indian 
Premier League.

“People also like the bow in the bat - it's 
gone on from the traditional straight bat." 

As well as the edge and the grain, there is 
also the weight to take notice of, with each 
player having their own requirements when it 
comes to the size of the bat. 

"Someone like Kent's Brendan Nash is 
quite a small guy, so he uses a lighter bat," 
he said. 

"Some want a higher middle, and someone 
like Kent batsman Mike Powell uses a 
heavier bat. 

"Former Kent player Azhar Mahmood has 
a thin handle. Some like them thicker, and 
some don't care, as long as it picks up well. 

"2lb 8oz to 2lb lOoz is our best-seller - 
that's the general weight. They can vary by a 
pound in weight." 

A lot of the time, though, it comes down to 
pure instinct, with customers knowing when 
they have their weapon of choice from the 
moment they pick it up. 

"People will walk through and think 'Oh, 
that's a nice bat' and pick it up. It can be all 
about the look. "There is a lot of emphasis on 
handles as well now. 

"There is a demand for a big bat and so to 
save weight there is a lighter handle. The 
willow can only go to certain water content 
before it breaks, but you can save an ounce 
or two in the handle."

IT has been a year of reflection but not of regret 
for Olympic bronze-medallist Tom Ransley. 

The bar was set for gold standard for the 
men's eight crew last summer, but after a 
stubborn fight they finished third, which was 
never an option as far as Ashford's Ransley was 
concerned. 

Almost a year on from his Olympic moment, 
he has come to terms with what happened at 
Eton Dorney as he continues headlong into the 
next Olympic cycle, having briefly considered 
whether challenging for Rio was what he truly 
wanted. 

"I have spent plenty of time reflecting on it - 
could we have done anything different? I think 


the race strategy was correct. I definitely 
wouldn't have wanted to race for a silver - that's 
not how we operate," he said. "It's incredibly 
painful to have that single chance that happens 
every four years and miss out. There was a big 
sense of failure initially." 

The process of competing a year after an 
Olympics was uncharted waters for the 
27-year-old, with London being his first Games. 

Since that race last August he has continued 
competing, picking up a gold medal in the World 
Cup at Eton Dorney last month alongside Herne 
Bay's Dan Ritchie. 

This week he took part in Henley Regatta and 
next week he continues the World Cup series in 


Lucerne, Switzerland. 

"Doing a full year after an Olympic Games 
was the only part I hadn’t done," he said. "In 
2009 I came out of the Cambridge system and 
broke into the GB team. 

"You have to redevelop crews. Our eight was 
the product of four years of development - it's a 
process that goes unnoticed." 

However, there was time for breath between 
what happened last August and now. 

"I wanted to make it a serious consideration 
whether to carry on because I don't think you 
should approach it and represent GB without 
serious thought," he said. "It's quite difficult on 
your life outside of rowing."
